CHEESE-MAKING IN IRELAND. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sin, —ls the much talked of cheese intended 
for export or home use’ In the former case 
„ will nave to be properly matured and graded 
to command a good price on the market. If it 
is to be consumed at home the Irish people 
must first be taught to eat cheese. Twenty- 
five years’ housekeeping in Ireland has shown 
me that Irish people, as a rule, do not like 
cheese. I have seldom had a servant who would 
eat it, uniess, perhaps, it was cooked. I have 
seldom seen cheese on Irish dinner tables, and 
usualty, when it does appear. its presence is 
known without further imvestigation. Butter 
may be a luxury, as we have been told lately, 
but for those who do not drink milk, or eat 
sweets or jams, who do not use sugar im, tea 
or coffee, a little butter on thin bread is 
surely an allowable luxury.
